Restoration of Wood Carvings.—Mr. 
Grace 
1..n communicated to the Institute of British 
A rchitects a paper on the restoration and pre-j ft 
servation of wood carvings. It appears that 
Air. G. was consulted as to the restoring of th& 
t^•lrvlngs of Mercci's Hall, an edifice rebuilt 
after the great fire in 1G6G. 
The wood was so 
much worm-eaten, that one of the panels broke 
into twenty two pieces when taken down. JMr,. 
G.acc, however placed all the carving.s in a 
Kolution composed of linseed 
oil> 
litliaraire 
camphor, red lead, and boeywax, fur twentj'- 
fo'.ir hours. 
It soaked through the wood to a 
depth of nearly nine inches, aiid as the dust be- 
came saturated with the oil it increased in bulk, 
and rendered the carving perfccely solid. 
Each 
yiannel consumed a little more than a gall m of 
the solution, and Mr. Grace states that, such is 
the progre.^s of the hardening, in five years the 
c;\rving8 will be as hard as any wood.
